The Changes Which the Carlisle Bill 
Proposes Fully Elucidated—Officials 
Think the Income Tax Suit Wili 
Not Stand—Yield of Gold Last Year 
Very Large 


W a sh in g to n , Dec. 29.—Representa­ 
tive Springer gave to an Associated 
Press'reporter the following summary, 
intended as a popular explanation of 
the currency bill, as modified by the 
late Carlisle amendments: 
“In the first place,” said Mr. Spring­ 
er, “the Carlisle bill proposes a radi­ 
cal change in the m anner of securing 
the banknote circulation. 
The rapid 
payment of the public debt, the lim­ 
ited number of bonds now outstand­ 
ing, and the further fact th at many of 
them are held in trust capacities in this 
country and as perm anent investments 
by persons residing 
abroad, have 
rendered the kind of security now re­ 
quired impracticable. 
The 
Carlisle 
bill proposes for the security of the 
circulating notes of the national banks; 
instead of United 
States bonds, a 
guaranty fund consisting 
of 
legal 
tender notes or currency certificates to 
th e am ount of 30 per cent of tne circu­ 
lation applied for; also a safety fund 
to be raised by a tax of one half of I 
per cent per annum upon the circulat­ 
ing notes until it reaches 5 per cent of 
the whole circulation, and, as a further 
security, a first lien upon all the assets 
of the bank, and upon the amount 
which may be realized by the double 
liability feature of the national bank­ 
ing law. 
* ‘The guaranty fund of 30 per centum, 
the assets of the bank and the personal 
liability of the stockholders can only 
go to the payment of the circulating 
notes of the bank which issues them,

MORE ABOUT A RM ENIAN BUTCHERY. 


Students Drowned •» Uh Heavy 
stom rn 
Tied A boat Their Necks. 
N ew York, Dec. 29.—The most inter­ 
esting im m igrant a t Ellis Island last 
night was Diogenes Menippe, a young 
Armenian who escaped from the fury 
of the Turks just in time to save his 
life and was about to be sent home as 
an undesirable immigrant, when his 
case was reviewed by the immigration 
officials and he was discharged. 
Menippe is only IS years old. 
He 
was a student at the American college 
at M arsovan, Armenia, and after see­ 
ing twenty of his school companions 
murdered and two of the college prof- 
fessors imprisoned and sentenced to 
death he determined to escape if possi­ 
ble. 
Menippe is a bright youth and 
speaks the English language fairly 
well. 
This stood him in good stead 
when he reached Constantinople, for 
he succeeded in inducing the authori­ 
ties to believe him to be a foreigner. 
The young m an’s parents are in the 
employ of the American Bible society 
a t Marsovan and, being under the pro­ 
tection of the American flag, had never 
been molested. 
They furnished him 
with enough money to come here, but 
he had only $5 when he landed and 
thus came under the prohibited class 
of immigrants. 
H is fight from Marsovan. he said, 
was attended with great difficqltv and 
Stinger. The whole town was patrolled 
by Turkish soldiers and whenever they 
had nothing else to do they sent a 
delegation to the college to examine a 
student. This examination cons sted 
merely in taking nim from under the 
protection of the college, tying a stone 
around his neck and throw ing him 
Into the river. Twenty of the students, 
he said, had been murdered in th at 
way in two years. 
Two of the profes­ 
sors had been arrested and taken to 
prison where, after a mock trial, they 
were sentenced to death. 
Previous to the passing of this sen­ 
tence Dr. Herrick, an English profes­ 
sor a t the college, appealed direct to 
his country for interference in behalf 
of the two men, which was promptly 
given. 
Their release was demanded 
by England and speedily granted by 
tile Turkish government. 
The Turkish soldiers would visit the 
college, armed w ith an order for ex­ 
amination, which the college authori­ 
ties were obliged to honor. 
The re­ 
turn of the? students thus taken from 
the institution was always promised 
but the promise was never kept. 
T wo 
of the college buildings were burned 
by the soldiers.

Shelley was 
born

storm. The monument is a plain shaft, 
15 feet high, surm ounted by a bust of 
Shelley, w ith an appropriate inscription 
on the pedestal.
